Publfus Vlrtrlllus Maro, Born In Man- 
tua In Cisalpine Gajil on the ISth of 
October 70 B.C., stated Dr. W, D. 
°V\'oodh^i|4É|hMd of the department 
of ClaiSc™in^8ddresslnsr a meetlnp 
of th« St. Ijiteniry Soclpt.v last nipht. 

After an oiitllnc of the life of tho 
•poet.the .speaker dwelt at .«orne length 
on his immortal works, principal 
amongr them the Ecologues, the Geor- 
g|ci. and the ever-fasclnatlne "Aen- 
eld." considered by many critics a«> 
the greatest epic poem of all time. 
Claiiici Being Neglected 
In comment inp on the present at- 
titude of students toward the classics 
Dr. AVoodhead slated that Interest in 
them Is undoubtedly decaying owing 
to the Increasing tendency of students 
who, although entering tlie university 
with high averages In Latin prefer to 
relepat» thi.s study to the back-ground 
in favor of the appaj-ently more 
practical scientific branches. In liis 
opinion, Dr. Woodhead slated, the 
Arts degree is the fundamental de- 
gree of the University and the study 
,qf I>atin and Greek will prove as pro- 
ÉtitaWe to the student as any other. 
W^'In^'^ordcr to appreciate A'irgil, said 
the lecturer we must con.sidrr liini 
against the background of his own 
time and the situations amid which 
he lived. Born In TO B,C., he spent 
Ills boyhood amid times of the great- 
est political disturbance, seeing the 
ruin and fall of the republic, the bit- 
ter civil war between Caesar and 
Pompey, and finally the rise ot the 
Kmpire under Augustus.

Professor Noad Compares 
Conditions With Other Days 

WORK OUTLIIVED 

Annual Meeting Of Staffs 
field Last Night in 
Union 

The orjanlzation of the McGllI 
Dally has progressed remarkably dur- 
ing the past fifteen years, staled Pro- 
fessor Noad In addressing the staff of 
the McGllI Dally last evening in the 
Grill Room of the Union. The object 
of the meeting was to enable the staff 
to become better acquainted with one 
another and to profit from addresses 
hearing on the details of College jour- 
nalism. 

After intreduolng the members of 
the editorial staff to those assembled, 
Munroe Bourne commented upon the 
manner jn which articles should be 
written after first pointing out cer- 
tain mistakes In recent Issues of "The 
Dally". M. Aronovltch, managing- 
editor of "The Dally", spoke briefly 
on the organization of the college 
paper and ot the duties of the various 
members of the staff, the reporters 
being commended In the manner In 
which they carried out their various 
assignments. It Is Interesting to note 
that over 300 College publications 
from all over the world were being re- 
ceived by the exchange department ot 
"The Dally". 

The organization ot the sport page 
was discussed by K.W.A.R.T.. Reld, 
the sports editor, who stated that 
there vrere already fifteen men con- 
nected with this department and that 
vacancies existed tor competent 
volunteers In this activity. The past 
editor - In - chief. It'hll. Matthams, 
.^tressed the value ot this periodical In 
student life stating that students arc 
brought Into contact with one another 
and, while class work may suffer as a 
restjit of Intensive college Journalism, 
this training provided a useful out- 
let (or those Journalistically Inclined. 

Professor Noad, assistant professor 
In the Engliah Dept. who Is a p.ist 
editor of "The Dally," stated that pro- 
gress has been made In perfecting the 
organization of the staff and that a 
college dally was the backbone ot stu- 



dent activities. Xo belter training caa 
ba had for a student than to havo aa 
active contact with a college publica- 
tion.

SfjunivlSliity spirit. 

15 In all large institutions of learning 
danger of Internal disintegration is 
present, but at McGill it has been 
Jully avoided in the past by hearty co- 
ration between the various faculties, 
r-faculty spirit has been fostered by 
_-faculty. actixities and the whole has 
jrated to the general good of the uni 
iity. 

Sports, pndergraduate activities and 
al functions, enable the students from 
various faculties to meet on common 
Afound. J'he members of the university 
Iteams are drawn from all faculties, while 
Intra-mural contests in rugby, hockey and 
pther sports are organized each year and 
do a great deal towards bringing into clos- 
fer. contact men who would otherwise see 
little, of: j^each other. Undergraduate or 
gaiîîz^iSnî with any sort of wide appeal 
do much to develop good feeling, while 
meetings, smokers and dances reach a still 
greater number. 

yet despite all this à need for ira 
provement still exists. Too many students 
jstick too closely to their own particular 
ifaculty; they may be active and popular in 
jèmt faculty and still almost unknown to 
lîhe «niyersity at large. Such men should 
^ encouraged to widen the scope of their

BOOKS PÉjMîTICAL? 

Much dl'sciissibn throughout the country and 
In leading periodicals today la the question whether 
maas production of dollar books is practical, and 
•Srhether it will advance or retard literary progress, 
>Mr. ViTalter B. Pitkin, author, who is opposed 
to tho movement, made the following statement in 
an article appearing in the SeptemborHîO number 
of The Forum: - • 

'Nothing but a cultural revolution- will enable 
publishers to bring out annually and sell editions 
of two hundred and fifty tliousand or more." 

Mr. Pitkin evidently cannot sco the fact that 
a cultural revolution In America is taking place. 
Mr. John Public is fed up wl.th the cheap sort of 
fiction that bo has been getting. Ho Is demanding 
the bolter fiction, the cost of which has been pro- 
hibitive to his pocketbook. 

The author points out that out of more than 
120 m,l,»lv,n peopio in tho United States only eight 
mîljç^ f^pd and buy good books, lie claims the 
rpfts'pn for this is 'that people do not want to read 
good booU«, Mr. PItUin has reckoned without the 
public libraries and the popular circulating 
librarlcB that are sprlngln» up all over the 
countrjr. The evergrowing popularity ot these Ub- 
rariôe shpWB .that' tlie peçple do read good fiction 
ond that if books were cheaper, they would pre- 
fer to purchase them than rent tbem J)y the day. 

There 1b a large field for mass production oC 
good .fiction waiting for the publisher. The eu- 
thuslRStlo reception of the few books that have al- 
ready been placed upon tji? market proves this. 
Good books placed -ivithin tlje grasp of t)io people 
will tend lo speed up the cuHgrftl revolution that 
h(ts been cecuring 'such a strong foothold in the 
land Uurin? thf pn«t inontbe,

It wiis on account 
of this reference. wriLi>-n ju.^! at thi.-j 
time (about 40 B.C.) that \ irpil was 
regarded by many of the early <.-hri»t- 
Inns a« a sort of saint or prophet. 

Between the years 37 and '-l^ B.C. 
A'.lrgll composed the HCrlcs of four 
poems known a.- the Ceorgics. Writ- 
ten at the reciucKt of Maecenas, they 
reprcHcntatlVL- of tlie différent 
InteresiK of the faniiei-. wlio was con- 
sidered to be the typli.nl Hoinuii, and 
were inspired by a tremenduous na- 
tional pride whluh was one ot^ his 
main virtues. The fourtli Oeorgic 
dealing with the care and hahlLs of 
bees, iR called by Dryden. "the best 
poem of the bcKt poet." In this poem 
iB noticeable the immense tenderness 
which filled tlte man. 

Virgil Disliked .War 
After the oompletion of these 
worki?. he devoted the- reiualndnr of 
his life to writting ilie great national 
epic, the Arneid. Tills poem, while 
the iiK.st fainiliiir. .-md considered by 
many people his beht pn. in \>i not an 
expfcjislon of ,tlic true Virpil. I.y rea- 
son of its warlike spirit. Virpil ob- 
viously di.slikcd war, and all his inu.r- 
tial Bcnes bring it out in the iigiit of 
something which, wiilie a glorious 
chapter in the nation's history, Is not 
n pleasant or defirable lliing. In 
w)-itln? ihf Af-HPiH. i\r pluinly did so 
out of a senfif of duty to his coun- 
try, and in tlie person of Aeneas he 
^^bodlep the aualitles whl<;h he ton- 
fiAete ihf- Kmperor should possess 
Aeneas' love' affair with Dido and Its 
(tor >ieneas) fortunate ending are 
probably rrlti':l.':ms of the conduct of 
Caesar and Anthony, who forsook 
Home (or an Ka.'-iein princes.". Cleo- 
patra, and of the line of conduct they 
^Bhould have pAopifiÀ. . 

Because the epic was not cpmpiet- 
pd by the- time of his death, he or- 
.dered his executors to destroy It, but 
this was prevented by the order of 
Augustus.

The view of the (irrman Exeh.inge 
Student at the University of Toronto, 
that tho young Canadian is not in- 
terested In politics, . deserves, in my 
opinion, some more comment. With 
the due lo>-.-iIly to my fellow coun-. 
to-man, 1 believe that he ha's some- 
what o%erratrd his power of insight. 
I hare attended Canadian schools for 
almost three years and akhough hav- 
ing been of the same opinion at first, 
my idea! have been changed consider- 
ably since I came lo McGIU Univer- 
sity. I am at the present moment not 
only thinking of national politics but 
have in mind an interest which 
stretches across the boi-ders of this 
countrj'. The great majority of stu- 
dents are very much influenced by 
the views of their professorb- concern- 
ing national politics. It Is therefore my 
Cipinion that 'there is, in spite ot Mr. 
r.B.S. who is inclined to ridicule cer- 
tain results ot an interest in inter- 
national affairs, a greater chance for 
the student to develop his own way of 
thinking .about .subjects of Inter- 
national Importance than by acting as 
:i jiolitician for his own country. This 
lutter attitude enjoys particular po- 
jiularity in the countries ot the Eu- 
ropean continent, but It only gives 
the most favourable impression to the 
objective observer that the Canadian 
student of Conservative views Is, quite 
prepared to let his Liberal colleague 
live his life witliout having to be 
afraid of being slabbed on his way 
liome. 

On the other hand there- Is at this 
University as great an Interést In in- 
'.ej natlonal politics as at any educa- 
tional institution with which I am 
acquainted In my country. Although 
wc have among us a very small group 
of students from tlio JCuroiic-an conti- 
nent, which would iiuiui-ally Ktiniulatc 
the Interest In the subjeci, a club de- 
voting all its time to the discussion of 
international' iiuestlons has been 
founded hero by Canadian studentK. 
'J'his certainly disiirovca any unintel- 
ligent Indiffeicnce which may liave 
been attributed to tlieni. 1 know that 
the club mentioned above is at the 
present time fighting hard for an ex- 
cellent oi>i)ortunity lo prove I'.s sln- 
cerit.v, I hope that this organization 
will this year be. aided by , Us fellow 
aiudcntK In adding actions to llicir 
valuable discussions of the preceding 
Hussions.
